DETAILED ACTION 
Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The claims are allowable as the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest the combination 
of a tacky polymer having a glass transition temperature (Tg) of less than 20 °C and one fixing 
polymer having a glass transition temperature greater than 15 °C. Particularly, the tacky 
polymers employed herein are not disclosed in the art as cosmetic ingredients (WO 95/18191 for 
the sulfonic polyester and US 4,007,147, US 5,234,627 for the acrylic polymer), nor for the 
particular combination with another hair holding polymer specified herein. Search has extended 
to the full scope of the claimed invention.
